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1  know  the  Bugle  is  supposed  to  contain  articles  related  to  the  collecting  of  silver  art  bars.  BUT 
how  has  your  collecting  been  going  lately?  Or  selling  for  that  matter? 

Last  month,  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society  held  its  spring  show.  Over  100+  dealers  attend 
the  show.  Some  of  them  specialize  in  bullion.  Silver  had  reached  the  mid  to  low  $20’s.  Naive  as  I  am.  I 
thought  I'd  be  loading  up  on  all  of  the  silver  art  bars  that  the  dealers  usually  have  tossed  in  their  cases. 
NO!  NOT  HAPPENING!  It  was  like  the  giant  silver  fairy  (or  should  I  say  ogre)  had  come  along  and 
either  emptied  the  various  cases  of  .999  AR  or  suddenly  the  usual  S 1  -S3  price  above  spot  had  trans¬ 
formed  into  $5-$6  (or  in  some  cases  even  more)  above  spot.  Dealers  that  I  had  been  busing  from  for 
years  didn’t  have  it  out  or  had  priced  it  way  above  spot.  So  much  for  cherry-picking  some  great  bars 
for  spot+  a  buck  or  two  What’s  going  on  with  the  precious  metals  market? 

I’m  writing  this  May  17.  Silver  closed  at  $22.26  yesterday.  A  month  ago  on  April  16.  it  was  $23.47. 
Before  that,  silver  saw  Marchs  price  on  the  1 5th  at  $28.91.  February  15.  silver  was  $30.18  and  last  but 
not  least.  January  15th  was  the  highest  of  the  monthly  prices  1  used  as  examples  at  $31.19.  All  of  the 
prices  come  from  KITCO.  Com.  Website.  Not  only  has  silver  been  dropping  but  no  one  is  willing  to 
sell  at  these  spot  prices.  Even  the  “Great  Game  Changer"  a.k.a.  eBay  has  trouble  with  the  silver  short¬ 
age.  Try  buying  at  the  price  silver  is  supposedly  worth.  Good  luck!  A  PM  EX.  the  official  bullion  dealer 
for  eBay,  is  selling  silver.  So  far,  of  the  bullion  dealers  selling  on  eBay,  they  have  been  able  to  get  the 
product  out  to  you  in  a  timely  fashion.  Other  suppliers  that  offer  silver  at  lower  prices  are  back-logged 
and  can’t  ship  it  out  as  quickly.  I’ve  got  2  orders  for  10  oz.  bars  multiples  that  are  over  3  weeks  delayed 
(and  counting)  and  still  waiting  for  delivery.  APMEX  has  delivered  in  the  least  amount  of  time. 

Now  what  does  this  have  to  do  with  our  hobby?  The  reason  I  turned  to  collecting  silver  art  bars/ 
rounds  was  it  was  a  LOT  less  stressful  than  trying  to  determine  whether  that  93-S  Morgan  was  a  MS 
63.  64.  65.  you  get  the  idea.  (And  no.  1  wasn’t  buying  any  93-S  Morgan  dollars  in  those  grades!)  How¬ 
ever.  what  I  do  see  happening  to  our  hobby  is  people  trying  to  sell  their  .999  art  bars  at  $60-590+  an 
ounce  when  the  bullion  market  is  just  falling  and  with  no  bottom  in  sight  yet.  Thus,  there  really  is  no 
back-up  on  the  bullion  side  for  those  prices.  Right  now  there  are  some  great  pieces  for  sale  on  eBay. 

The  Christmas  tringot  set.  the  girl  with  roses-tringot.  a  couple  of  nests  of  eagles  in  various  amounts  of 
silver  from  2.75  ounces  to  31.4  ounces.  Some  of  these  lots  offered  at  "Make  an  Offer”  I've  made  offers 
on  at  $30+  to  over  $40+  dollars  or  even  more  an  ounce,  depending  on  rarity.(That’s  $10+  to  $40+ 
above  spot.)  All  of  the  offers  have  been  turned  down.  Where  do  we  go  from  here? 

1  made  an  offer  on  a  ratty  looking  ASE  that  was  listed  as  enameled.  (It  was  really  a  decal).  I  was 
turned  down  because  the  seller  said  he/she  needed  $40+  for  the  piece.  Now  you  can  buy  Mint  State 
American  Eagles  brand  new  for  less  than  that.  I  asked  one  of  my  local  dealers  why  his  showcase  of 
silver  bars/ rounds  was  empty.  He  replied  that  he  had  the  same  problem  that  we.  commoners,  had... 
no  availability  to  re-load  his  stock  because  of  the  demand  out-weighing  what  he  could  get.  Nobody 
was  selling  him  silver  to  replace  what  he  was  selling  so  he  was  hoarding  the  small  amount  of  silver  he 
had  left. 

Maybe  w'here  you  live  in  the  U.S.  is  not  affecting  your  buying  habits,  but  here  in  Michigan,  it  just 
ain’t  happening!  Take  good  care,  and  if  you  can  find  what  you  want  at  your  price,  good  for  you!  BUY  IT!

Fellow  IASAC  Members, 

The  art  bar  hobby  and  LASAC  recently  lost  one  of  our  truest  members.  Bill  Haff¬ 
ner  of  Salem,  Missouri.  Bill  began  collecting  silver  bars  several  years  ago  after 
collecting  coins  in  his  younger  days.  Bill  often  visited  the  many  coin  shops  in  St. 
Louis  and  the  surrounding  area.  I  have  been  acquainted  with  Bill  for  many  years 
and  he  was  a  frequent  (and  welcome)  visitor  in  my  shop.  I  almost  always  saw  Bill 
(and  often  club  member  Randy  Guberman)  at  most  of  the  St.  Louis  coin  shows, 
and  they  almost  always  beat  me  to  all  the  good  stuff,  showing  off  the  bars  they  had 
already  found  before  I  could  even  get  to  St.  Louis  from  Cape  Girardeau  (those 
rascals).  Bill  was  such  an  avid  collector  that  1  could  never  get  him  to  sell  me  any  of 
the  bars  he  needed  that  he  found  that  I  also  needed  in  my  collection,  but  he  would 
remember  and  buy  the  next  one  he  saw  for  me  and  make  me  trade  him  something 
good  for  it,  ha! 

Bill  attended  several  of  the  LASAC  meetings  when  it  was  someplace  he  could  eas¬ 
ily  drive  to  as  he  loved  to  drive  anyway.  I  remember  the  meeting  in  Indianapolis 
that  both  Bill  and  1  attended  when  members  were  allowed  to  have  an  excellent 
tour  of  the  Silvertowne  minting  facility,  a  place  that  is  almost  impossible  to  get 
into.  LASAC  members  and  guests  were  granted  the  honor  because  of  our  interest 
in,  and  promotion  of,  silver  art  collecting  and  the  club  uses  Silvertowne  to  mint 
LASAC's  annual  bars  and  rounds.  We  were  given  a  complete  tour  from  design¬ 
ing  to  production.  In  the  area  of  the  melting  furnaces.  Bill  and  I  both  noticed  a 
5  gallon  bucket  completely  filled  with  art  bars  awaiting  the  melt.  I  think  I  saw  an 
Elvis  bar  on  top.  Almost  at  the  same  time,  we  said,  “Damn,  I  sure  would  like  to 
look  through  that  bucket.”  Of  course,  the  would  not  let  us  look  through  those,  but 
we  did  get  to  look  thru  the  'mixed  bars’  they  had  back  at  their  retail  coin  store  in 
Winchester  and  buy  what  we  wanted  for  about  50  cents  over  spot.  Bill  would  often 
drive  over  to  Winchester  to  revisit  Silvertowne  and  go  through  their  melt  bucket, 
but  told  me  he  rarely  found  anything  he  needed  in  his  last  few  visits.  Often,  Bill 
would  buy  art  bars  he  felt  were  a  good  deal  but  already  had,  knowing  that  he  could 
then  trade  them  to  me  for  higher  premium  bars  that  he  wanted  from  my  inventory.

He  also  sent  letters  to 
other  numismatic  publications  when  he  had  something  he  wanted  to  say  about  a 
particular  topic.  He  was  great  about  promoting  IASAC  and  silver  bar  collecting 
whenever  he  had  the  chance.  He  often  submitted  images  of  bars  he  found  that 
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were  not  in  the  guidebooks  and  was  a  contributor  to  the  last  edition  of  the  guide¬ 
book.  His  contributions  to  our  hobby  are  much  greater  than  even  he  realized.  Bill 
also  served  our  country  for  8  years  in  the  US  Navy  and  was  laid  to  rest  with  full 
military  honors.  His  input,  his  sense  of  humor  and  his  friendship  will  be  sorely 
missed.

Of  the  3200  silver  bars  in  my  collection,  my  favorite  is  the  COKE-4V,  This  bar  is 
listed  on  page  170  of  the  sixth  edition  guidebook.  The  description  is  Salem-Rolla 
MO.  The  reason  why  this  bar  is  so  special  to  me  is  I  was  raised  up  in  Salem,  Mis¬ 
souri.  It  is  the  only  silver  bar  I  have  with  Salem,  Missouri  on  it.  1  was  born  in  St. 
Louis,  but  my  parents  and  1  moved  back  to  Salem  after  1  was  one  year  old.  All  of 
my  relatives  on  my  Mothers  side  are  from  Salem.  I  grew  up  there  until  I  graduated 
from  high  school  and  joined  the  Navy.  1  have  the  bronze  version  of  this  bar  also.

Like  most,  my  hobby  in  precious  metals  started  with  collecting 
coins  as  a  kid.  As  I  grew  older,  I  had  other  distractions  that  led  me 
away  from  that  hobby.  Several  years  ago,  I  picked  that  hobby  back 
up  with  a  renewed  and  deeper  interest.  My  background  in  technol¬ 
ogy  led  me  to  use  one  of  the  greatest  tools  I  believe  has  come  along 
in  my  lifetime,  the  internet,  to  research  and  grow  my  interest  in 
numismatics.

Chris  Outlaw,  now  a  good  friend  and  administrator 
on  the  site,  had  started  the  thread  and  had  opened  my  eyes  to  the 
history  and  novelty  of  silver  art  bars. 

The  rest,  you  night  say,  is  history.  My  love  for  silver  art  collecting 
took  off  quickly,  and  like  most  things  I  do,  my  OCD  led  rne  to  want 
to  know  everything  about  silver  art  collecting  and  just  as  impor¬ 
tantly,  keeping  track  of  everything  I  had  and  was  buying. 

Unlike  numismatics,  however,  I  quickly  found  that  there  were  no 
sites  on  the  internet  for  research  and  collection  management.  I  had 
acquired  the  Kidd  guidebooks  and  found  them  to  be  a  great  source 
of  information,  but  what  to  do  with  all  of  it  and  how  do  I  share  it 
with  others  in  my  hobby??  So,  I  set  about  to  use  my  background  to 
create  a  website  that  would  let  me  build  a  master  database  of  silver 
art  items  AND  maintain  my  silver  art  collection  online.  Honestly, 

I  started  out  with  only  myself  in  mind,  but  after  getting  the  site  up 
and  running  I  realized  that  there  were  others  who  might  benefit 
from  the  site  as  well. 

The  Silver  Art  Collector  website  (SAC)  has  quickly  grown  into  a 
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great  community  for  all  those  in  the  silver  art  collecting  hobby  to 
gather  and  share.  The  master  database  is  growing  daily  and  has 
information  about  silver  art  items  as  well  as  picture.  The  collection 
manager  easily  allows  for  someone  to  create  an  account  (FREE,  by 
the  way),  and  add  any  item  they  find  in  the  database  to  their  col¬ 
lection.  They  can  then  go  in  and  add  personal  information  to  that 
item  such  as  date  and  price  purchase,  or  notes  such  as  what  album 
or  box  it  is  in.  There  is  a  feature  to  export  your  entire  collection 
into  Excel  also,  in  the  event  you  want  to  print  it  or  keep  a  backup. 

The  forum  is  a  great  place  for  all  to  discuss  silver  art  collecting  as 
well  as  ask  questions  about  items,  or  post  items  for  sale. 

SAC  is  a  community-driven  website  in  the  sense  that  we  are  all 
contributing  to  the  growth  by  submitting  our  items  or  items  we  find 
online  to  the  master  database.  Anyone  can  submit  items  or  infor¬ 
mation  and  it’s  free  for  all  to  use.  My  goal  in  creating  SAC  was  to 
created  a  website  where  anyone  in  the  hobby,  from  the  small  col¬ 
lector  to  the  mint  owners  themselves  (of  which,  we  have  several  in 
our  membership)  can  contribute  and  be  involved.  As  we  grow,  we 
continually  strive  to  streamline  the  information  and  make  the  site 
as  user-friendly  as  possible.  There  are  several  administrators  who 
assist  me  in  running  the  site  and  without  them  and  the  help  of  the 
user,  the  site  wouldn’t  be  growing  and  evolving  as  rapidly  as  it  is. 

1  have  reached  out  to  as  many  people  in  the  hobby  as  I  can  to  be 
involved  in  SAC  and  to  help  grow  the  hobby.  Silver  art  collecting 
is  something  I  want  to  pass  down  to  my  kids,  and  hopefully  on  to 
theirs.  My  hope  is  that  SAC  will  be  a  great  tool  and  resource  for  all 
of  us  to  use  for  generations  to  come.
